DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
states the limitation "wherein the distal ends of said leads are tilted towards a center of 
the case of the electronic device". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed 
features, was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art. Claim 4 
states the limitation "wherein the distal ends of said leads are tilted towards a center of 
the case of the electronic device".
